Architectural Styles 



THE present is a day of unusual architectural 
design. As every home of today is com- 
pleted, it seems more difficult to attempt to 
classify it under any of the recognized architectural 
classifications, such as Spanish, Colonial, Italian, 
or English. Homes today seem to combine many 
of the characteristics of these various architectural 
types, or we might say homes that are semi- 
modern except that they have a few outstanding 
details from among the types of homes mentioned 
above. This situation is not being mentioned in 
the spirit of criticism for the majority of homes 
are very attractive in design. As an example we 
might refer you to page 18 of this book. It is our 
thought that any recognized authority on archi- 



tecture would have a hard time classifying this 
under any particular type. It has been placed in 
this book because it has proven a very popular 
home. This home has been built no less than 
twenty times in various cities in the United States 
and it is truly a beautiful design and well pro- 
portioned home. The only thing we have to 
guard against today in selecting a home is the 
application of any details that are really contra- 
dictory to traditional architecture. There are 
some homes in this Plan Book which can rightfully 
be called one of the particular types mentioned 
above, although in general we would refer to the 
types of homes in this book as being of American 
architecture.

/ "| -*HE general thought in planning the homes

Carpenter Work 

How to Estimate Studs; For walls and partitions allow 
one stud to the foot for 16 inch centers. This will be 
sufficient allowance to include doubling of studs on 
corners, doors, and windows. Plates and other places 
requiring studding must be estimated separately. To 
estimate the number of studding required for plates, add 
together in feet the lengths of the outside walls and par- 
titions which require plates and divide by the length of 
the studding used for plates. This amount doubled will 
give the number required for double plates on the outside 
walls and single plates top and bottom on partitions. 

How to Estimate Bridging: Joists are almost always 
bridged, and studs occasionally. A rough estimate is 3' 
to every lineal foot for each row. For joists spaced 16" 
centers, it takes bridging 17" long for 2"xl0" joist; for 
a 2"xl2" joist 18^"; for a 2"x8" joist 16". For double 
or cross bridging it will then take twice that amount ior 
each space of 16". Most lumber yards sell bridging al- 
ready cut to fit any spacing or size of joist at so much a 
piece an I in that case it would only be necessary to figure 
out the number of pieces required. 

How to Estimate Sheathing; To estimate the quantity of 
sheathing, calculate the exact surface to be covered, 
deduct the openings and then add the following: — For 
floors 1/7 cr 15%; for side walls 1/6 or 17%; for roofs 
1/5 or 20%. Sheathing and ship-lap are sometimes 
nailed diagonally on sidewalls and floors, then add 7% 
more to the previous figures for the waste, as each board 
has to be cut at both ends. Sheathing is sometimes 
spaced 2" en roofs and a deduction of about l/6 should be 
made from the total area. A rule often used in figuring 
wall sheathing is to get the surface area without deduct- 
ing openings, allowing the openings for waste. 

How to Estimate Ship-lap; Get the exact surface and 
allow for the floors 1/6 or 17%; for sidewalls 1/5 or 20%; 
for roofs \i or 25%. The exact surface or the number of 
board feet of sheathing or ship-lap is found by multiplying 
the outside measurement of the building by the height 
of the studding to which add for gables. The surface 
of a gable is found by multiplying the width of the build- 
ing by half the height from the plate to the ridge of the 
roof. 



How to Estimate Siding; In estimating siding, calculate 
the exact surface, deducting openings and add 1/3 or 
33% if 6" siding with 4^" to 4M" to the weather; add

Roof Pitch; The pitch of a roof is taken from the level 
of the walls to the ridge. A M pitch is"Ji of the span 
over the walls; 1/3 pitch is 1/3 of the span, etc. Thus 
a 24' span would on a % pitch give a rise of l /i of 24' 
or 6'. A convenient rule to get the length of a rafter 
for a }/i pitch roof is to multiply the span by 7/12; for a 
1/3 pitch multiply span by 3/5; for 3/8 pitch by 5/8; for 
a ]/ 2 pitch by 7/10; for 5/8 pitch by 4/5.

How to Estimate Floors; There are two classes of floor- 
ing, namely dressed or square edged flooring, or dressed 
and matched flooring. The square edged flooring ordin- 
arily has a face width about Yl' less than its nominal 
width; thus a piece of 6" square edged flooring has a face 
width of 5}4 ff , a 4" piece has a face width of 3K"- The 
loss in case of the 'SYl' face flooring is 1/11 and in case of 
the J> l A" face, the loss is 1/7. But in addition to these 
mill losses, there is generally waste owing to bad ends, 
etc., so that after estimating the exact area of the floor, 
add the following:— For 6" flooring 1/9 or 11%; for 4" 
flooring add 1/5 or 20% ; which gives the number of board 
feet required. 

For estimating dressed and matched flooring, get the 
exact area and add the following:— For 6" flooring add 
1/6 or 17%; for 4" flooring add J£ or 25%; for 2^" 
flooring add 1/3 or 33 1/3%; and for \%" flooring add 
5/12 or 42% G , whieh gives the number of board feet 
required. 



Brick Work 



Brickwork; Brickwork is generally measured by the 
one-thousand bricks laid in the wall. Different methods 
of computing the number of bricks are followed in 
different sections of the country. The most general is to 
allow some certain number to the square foot for the 
different thicknesses of walls built. If there are many 
belts of cut stone, terra cotta, etc., they should be de- 
ducted, or too many actual bricks may be sent to the 
building.

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This method gives the actual brick required, allowing 
for waste and breakage but not the number in wall meas- 
ure which would be on the basis of 7}^ brick for each 
4". To find the number of brick by this rule, find the 
number of actual square feet in a wall and multiply by 
the number in table for a wall of that thickness. Usually 
half the openings are deducted. No allowance is made 
for very small openings. 

Actual Quantity: From the table 21 bricks are required 
for a cubic foot, but 18 are enough of the national size 
which is becoming the standard 2^x4x8}^. The actual 
number will usually run about 2/3 of the wall measure 
when the openings are about the average number and size. 



Hard Wall Plaster: Drawn work, two coats and one 
coat lime finish: 

9 sacks hard wall plaster. 

1 yard sand, 

2 bushels lime. 

1 sack hard wall finish. 

Dry Work: 

10 sacks hard wall plaster. 
lJ/2 yards sand. 

2 bushels lime. 

1 sack hard wall finish. 



Mortar per 1000 Brick: For 1 to 3 cement and sand mortar 
allow \ x / 2 bbl. of cement and % of a yard of sand. For a 
good lime and cement mortar allow % bbl. lime, \ x /i bbl. 
of cement and % yard of sand. For good lime ajlow 
3^2 bbl. lime and *K yard sand. Mortar colorings, red, 
%" to x / 2 ' joints, allow 1 bbl. to 6,000 or 50 to 60 lbs. per 
1000 brick. Mortar coloring, red, 34" joints, allow 1 
bbl. to 8000. Coloring comes in barrels of 500 lbs. Fire 
clay, 1 ton to 7000 to 8000 brick, used for fire brick and 
flue lining. 

Chimneys: Chimneys are usually estimated by the 
lineal foot in height. A bricklayer and laborer will lay 
on an average of 500 common brick a day on short 
chimneys; if the greater part is above the roof, the number 
is less.

Lathing 

Lathing is always estimated by the square yard, and in 
the measurement of same no allowance is made for open- 
ings of an ordinary size. The table given below will 
show the number of lath required per 100 square yards : 

Lath %xl% in.x4 ft. requires 1,400 lath per 100 sq. yds. 

Lath 3^x1 in.x4 ft. requires 2,200 lath per 100 sq. yds. 



Plastering 

Plastering is always estimated by the square yard, and 
in the measurement of same no allowance is made for 
openings of an ordinary size. The following table will 
show the amount of material required for 100 yards of 
plastering : 



Painting 



Particular attention should be given to the use of plentv 
of good paint on ail frame buildings; its use adds from 
100 to 200 per cent, to the life of the buildings, and is on: 
of the best investments the builder can make; it not only 
preserves the life of the wood to a wonderful degree, but 
adds beauty to the home. 

When estimating quantity of paint required for a given 
surface it is impossible to set forth a rule that will apply 
in all cases, owing to the variation in thickness of the 
paint used and kind of wood or other material to which 
it is applied, the age of the surface, dtc. The following 
is an approximate amount for ordinary work: One 
gallon of mixed paint will cover from 200 to 250 square 
feet of wood surface two coats, if the surface is not too 
aged. When mixing paint the following proportion of 
materials is an average: 6}4 to 7 gallons of linseed oil to 
each 100 pounds of white lead. 



Concrete Work 



Ingredients in One Cubic Yard of Concrete: — 

Sand-voids, 40%; stone-voids, 45%; Portland-cement 
barrel yielding 3-65 cu. ft. of paste. Barrel specified to 
be 4.4 cu. ft.

To order material for a job that contains, for instance, 
150 yards of concrete of a 1:3:5 mixture, it is only neces- 
sary to use the above table as follows: — 

In the column for the 1:3:5 mixture opposite the barrels 
of cement per cubic yard is the factor 0.96 opposite cubic 
yards of sand 0.47 and opposite cubic yards of stone 0.78. 

Each yard of concrete will require: — 

0.96 barrels of cement, 0.47 cubic yards of sand, and 
0.78 cubic yards of stone. 
The total of the work will be : 
150x0.96 = 144.00 barrels of cement. 
150x0.47 = 70.50 cubic yards of sand. 
150x0.78 = 117.00 cubic yards of stone.
